The following letter was re- 
ceived by Mrs, A. J. Parker from 
her son, Capt. George BH. Parker, 
a veteran with 13 years in the 
army, Capt. Parker has seen ser- 
vice in Burma, India, and China 
and is now stationed at Muroc 
California. 

Dear Folks, 

How are things at home? We 
are fine and it seems that there 
is nothing to cause any of us to 
get sick. The weather is the same 
day after day. It rained a light 
shower once right after we got 
here, Since then I haven't seen 
even a fog. The temperature gets 
to 120 each day and then at 
night we have to use quilts and 
blankets. 

The people we live with have 
just finished cutting 
falfa for the third time, They get 
about $5,000 worth of hay each 
time it is cut and they cut it five 
times each eyar and plant once 
each seven years. They have no- 
thing to do between cuttings ex- 
cept irrigate and work at other 
jobs. They have all the equip- 
ment required for doing the 
work they have to do. They use 
a tractor for mowing, raking and 
pulling a baler, They also have a 
loader. All they have to do is to 
drive the truck by the bale and 
the loader lifts it onto the truck. 
The hay is mowed and raked the 
same day and allowed to cure for

The next three 
years he spent contentedly living 
hoeless in the “hills and hol- 
lows” eating snakes, 
and herbs and killing Japs for 
diversion. One night after get- 
ting blase about shooting them 
down one at a time with stolen 
shotguns, Walter decided he had

This, in brief, is the amazing 
war record of an Alabama boy, 
who since his discharge three 
years ago has been living in vir- 
tual obscurity on his farm near 
Enterprise.

182,425 Men Register | 
For Selective Service 


Alabama's registration of men 
18 through 25 years of age clos- 
sed with 182,452 men having reg- 
istered at local boards through- 
out the state between August 30 
and September 18, 1948, accord- 
ing to final tabulations at Se- 
lective Service headquarters. * 

Although the number of men 
a registered fell short of the num- 
ber anticipated several factors 
entered into the manpower pic- 
ture, figures for which were not 
immediately available, appeared 
,to account for the difference. 
They were; a heavy enlistment 
of registration age men in the 
armed forces between the dates 
of passage of the Selective Ser- 
vice Act of 1948 and the date of 
registration; a heavy migration 
of young men to industry in 
other states and, to a lesser de- 
gree, a tendency of many men 
to wait until the last minute and 
take advantage of the five days 
of grace for those unable to reg- 
ister by September 18th. 

According to W. L. Horn, state 
director of selective service, the 
heavy flow of registration cards 
from other states, of Alabamians 
who registered in other states, 
the high volunteer enlistment of 
Alabama men in the various 
branches of the Armed Service, 
and the fact that local boards 
are still reporting heavy regis- 
tration of late registrants indi- 
cates the number of registra- 
tion age Alabam men is close to 
the original estimate.
